I 
NFORMATION coming from the office of the sheriff and the 
chief of police reveals that both Sheriff Frank Johnston anc 
Chief of Police C. C. Horner are not inclined to grant the priv 
ilege of carrying a gun to all who make application. 


In fact, a very large portion of those who have applied 
have failed to show the officials any logical reason for toting a 
gun, and their requests have been refused. 


The course being followed by these officials, upon whom 
devolves the duty of issuing permits to carry weapons under the 
new state law, will meet with universal approval of the citizenry 
of this city and community. 
The law was passed for the pur­ 
pose of preventing any fcut those who had a legitimate right, 
carrying a deadly weapon. 
Many who have been in the habit 
of toting a gun have discovered that they have no valid reason 
for the practice and will have to quit it. 
The penalties for those caught carrying guns without the 
proper permit are severe, and it will be well for any who do not 
receive, a proper permit to desist from the desire to pack a gun. 
The sentiment of the community will be with all officers 
in the enforcement of the new state law, also. 
It is to be hoped 
that there will be an effective campaign against thugs and sus­ 
picious characters who are carrying guns, and that it will be 
made so particularly dangerous for them that they will realiz^ 
the new law is to be effective in putting a halt to promiscuous 
gun toting. 
The aim of the measure is to make it perilous for 
persons of their ilk to be caught with a gun in their possession, 
as well as to discourage the gun toting by many who have been 
in a habit of carrying a gun without any real cause.

BANDITS GET THE LASH IN WINNIPEG 
From Winnipeg comes a dispatch saying that ten lashes and long 
penitentiary terms were imposed upon two New York robbers who stole 
from a bank there after herding five employees into the vault of the in­ 
stitution. 
Evidently these imported crooks were not familiar with the 
Canadian sense of justice. 
In their native land they would have em­ 
ployed high-priced legal talent, cocked their caps on one side and 
asked, "W hat are you going to do about it?" Well, they knew what to do 
about it in Winnipeg, The author ties, not content with giving the gun­ 
men twelve and fifteen years in jail, stripped them and gave them a 
taste of primitive law. 
The incident is a lesson that should be taken to heart in the United

THE BATTLE WITH THE BUGS 
Man has done a great deal to conquer those members of the animal 
kingdom which have disputed his supremacy. The huge reptiles have dis­ 
appeared, with the exception of the comparatively harmless crocodile and 
alligator. The saber-toothed tiger roams no longer, and the larger cats 
are in some danger of extinction. As man takes more and more of the 
wilderness into his keeping, he exterminates those enemies which are 
easily attacked. But there are smaller members of the animal kingdom 
still his ferocious foes. 
t 
Considerable emphasis lias been given the depredations of the rat, 
a sly, courageous, skillful struggler for existence. But man does not fear 
the rat, omnipresent as it is. He may never wipe out the rat, blit he can 
hold it in check, tolerating it, even though at considerable cost. But with­ 
in recent years man has found himself engaged in a battle with a multi­ 
tudinous insect world which, while it does not yet threaten his existence, 
is causing him great trouble and loss and which, allowed to operate un­ 
checked, can turn his farms into deserts and his forests into dead sticks. 
We have seen how the spruce bud worm and the tamarack saw fly 
have ruined vast forests. We have seen the depredations of the Mediter­ 
ranean fruit fly in Florida. 
We are told how the Japanese beetle is 
spreading through the East. For years our fanners have been fighting 
t ¿rious pests and learning how to control them; but trade w ith other 
continents lias brought invasion by others, to fight which we must in­ 
vent a new technique and new weapons.

You and I have no easy task pi- | 
leting ourselves upon this sea oi 
life. Sometimes it’s pretty stormy 
and the 
sailing 
is rough. Some­ 
times we are poor pilots 
and 
we 
know it. 
At the time we realize ourselves 
the w’orst, we may be least able to 
help ourselves. We are very blue, 
lor 
instance. Realizing 
our 
own 
state of feelings, yt c may only b*' dis­ 
gusted without selves and with the 
world, even with 
those 
we 
love. 
Their tenderness we may not re­ 
spond to. We may even spurn it. 
We may act as if we wished they 
would not bother us. Their kindest 
words of sympathy, may make us 
for the moment 
more 
depressed, 
make us, indeed, enjoy our self-pity 
and magify our estimate 
of 
the 
things whifch have gone wrong. 
Back of all this conduct of ours 
is a strong item of egotism. We are 
very self-important. Things have 
not gone well with us and some peo­ 
ple haven't given us the approval 
we were sure that we deserved. 
I have a notion that our loved 
ones do us most good at such times 
if they do not let us know th at 
they are conscious of our feelings of 
despondency: say thing, 
therefore, 
about our being depressed but, in­ 
stead, turn our attention upon some 
trait or skill or achievement In us 
which we will think upon with more 
hopeful 
feelings: 
if also they are 
able to get us to engage in som3 ac­ 
tivity which we are likely to enjoy 
and come in touch with others who 
will makes us think of things com­ 
peting favorably. 
If they can drag us off to the the- 


alter or to some new setting and can 
do it without our knowing why, they 
make new creatures out of us. 
When, therefore, we wish to help 
our family companion or our child 
recover from despondency we must 
be subtle in our efforts lest we make 
him worse. The child of ten or of 
twenty who thinks no one care for 
him. or thinks he 
is often 
badly 
treated by his comrades, may feel 
all the more abused as we honestly 
proceed to sympathize with him by 
bluntly acknowledging his sufferings 
and by encouraging him to pour out 
his griefs. We can let him know we 
care and feel with him, but at the 
same jm e turn his attention to his 
social victories, his accomplishments 
and successes, no m atter how small 
they may seem to be. It does no 
good to present them as in argu­ 
ment. A more effective w>ay is to 
touch upon them gently now and 
then in such a manner that he will 
believe Them. 
For him or for us when blue there 
is no means of relief so helpful as 
in saying and doing something for 
somebody else.

There is one thing in which all 
New Castle people will be interested 
in knowing about and that is the 
relative increase in importance of 
real estate in this city in the years 
that have transpired s i n c e the 
founding of this city in the last days 
of the seventeenth century. 
The 
town grew very slowly In its earlier 
days and it is reliably recorded that 
in the year 1806, eight years after 
the town was founded, the best lot iñ 
the city could be purchased for ten 
dollars. Alexander Boyles, a black­ 
smith, did actually purchase the 
whole square bounded on the west 
by Beaver street and on the north 
by North street and with Jefferson 
street and Washington streets as 
the probable other boundaries, for 
$10. As late as 1825 John Reed sold 
a lot on Mercer street to Thomas 
Rigby for $30. 
In November, 1811, 
James Gillespie laid out an addition 
to New Castle consisting of 30 lots 
and bounded by Washington street 
on the south, East street on the 
East, Apple Alley on the west and 
extending to the foot of the hill ck 
the north. 
From that time on an 
addition has been added here and 
there and the price of real estate 
has grown to such an extent as to 
make the prices referred to appear 
a c t u a l l y ridiculous; nevertheless, 
they are based on practically indis­ 
putable facts and would indicate the 
growth in importance of the ci.y 
from the time of its inception to 
the present time.

Regardless of how far you would 
like to force an iron shot, learn to 
restrict the height of the hands on 
the backswing. 
This method keeps the ball and 
club under control. 
The distance to the ball is not in 
the long, sweeping backswing, but in 
the punch you have put into the 
shot with the wrists, starting about 
a foot back of the ball. 
A long swing does not m ean a 
longer ball,
